TOO MANY DRUGS. 


PRESCRIPTIONS AND TIE 
‘ PEOPLE. 


A warning against the excessive. 
use of drugs is contained in the 
quarterly report of” Mr. W. A. 
Appleton, secretary of the General: 
Federation of Trade Unions. He 
says: 

Care is necessary, while deve- 
loping the health’ conscience, to 
avoid encouraging inordinate de- 
sire for drugs. This warning is 
suggested by the extraordinary in- 
crease in, medical prescribing for 
“persons during, 1926. 
“This increase in Barnsley ia 23.5 
per cent. while in Lincoln it is 
only 2.9 per cent. In the area 
covered by the association ‘there 
are 847,557 persons ‘for whom the 
panel doctors prescribe, and, for 
these persons 3,410,469: “preserip- 
tions have been made up during 
the year ending November 1926. 
This representa a‘ disconcerting 
inerease of 72.3 per cent, over the 
figures for 1920. 

A portion, perhaps a large por- 
‘tion, of this increase can be ex: 
plained and justified, but there 
will still remain many cases 3 ‘where 
fresh air, water, and a cheerful 
spirit would have been just as 
efficacious as the doctors’ drugs,

BORN IN BRITISH SHIP. 
IN BRAZIL’ WATERS, 


If a-thild is born of a Brazilian 
mother in a British ship and the 
father is Spanish ‘and. the birth 
takes place in Brazilian territorial 
waters, what Is the nationality. of, 
the ‘child? 

This question had to be scttled 
on board the Royal’ Mail Steam 
Packet Company’s Hiner Arlartza, 
which reached Southampton from 
Buenos Aires last month for Sen- 
horn Jose E.: Cruz, a passenger, 
became a mother while the vessel 
was in) Brazilian waters. After 


certain’ investigations | it. was 


‘| claimed that the child, a boy, could 


he either Brazilian or British, and 
the mother elected that her son 
should be registered as British. 

Tle was. therefore christened 
Jose Arlanza, the .second name 
being after the ship, an interest-1 
iug fact inasmuch as the child 
uncle is named Jose Aléantara, 
his second name being also after 
a ship owned by the R.M.S.P, Com- 
pany. In his case birth took place 
in the old liner Aleantara before 
the war. 


All births in Br ships at sen 
used to-be registered. at Stepney; 
but now it appears that they can 
be registered at the first British 
pert of cr], All births — at» sea 
are recorded in’ the ship's log, 
and upon the vessel reaching’ port 
the captain must report the matter 
te the Board of Trade,-who, | 
turn, inform the Registrar-Gen 
eral of Shipping.

HEAT STROKE PREVENTION, 


When men work too hard in 
heavy clothing in conditions where |. 
the temperature is high and the 
humidity also, they are Ukely. to 
suffer unduly wth the heat. 

Snee the external temperature is 
high, the loss: of heat from the 
body by means of conduction and 
radiation stops; since the air ig 
moist, evaporation ‘from the sur: 
face of the body is hindered. 

When . ‘the heat regulating 
mechanism. breaks down, the tem- 
perature of the body rises. This 
stimulates the chemical changes 
going on in thé.body and still 
further increases the production 
of heat. ‘Thus, the temperature 
continues to rise and the chemical 
changes continue to be hastened. 

Some. men do not perspire as 
others’ so that their skin is° hot 
and “burtiing, and-the failure of 
fluid to evaporate from the sur-| 
face tends to stimulate still fur- 
ther their body chemistry.

That, we-think, is 4 very negative 
kind of. policy. And on reading 
through the speeches of His Excel- 
lency the Governor and the Hon. 
Colonial Secretury a little more 
closely than we had time to do yes- 
terday, we. find what we consider ig 
an altogether regrettable. over in- 
sistence on “economy.”

Valve Grinding and Carbon 
: » Removal . 


_ Quéstion: .Is it necessary to 
grind engine valves each time that 
carbon {is removed? My engine 
carbonizes badly, and I have to 
scrape the deposits out rather fre- 
quently. The, instruction - book 
says it.is best to perform these 
two operations at the same time, 
but I seldom find ‘that my engine's 
valves really need much attention. 
Answer: Probably the idea in- 
tended to be conveyed by your 
manual ia that when the cylinder 
head is off is the convenient time 
to perform both operations, if they 
are needed. It is not necessary to 
gtind valves that are seating pro- 
perly,.. whenever carbon _ is 
removed, but it.is advisable to 
remove carbon. whenever tho 
Yalves are ground, not only to get 
rid of its evil effects but to fore- 
stall the possibility of well fitted 
valyes being held off their seats 
and burned by particles of detach- 
ed deposits becoming caught under 
them. Scraping all’ incrusted 
parts, when grinding.is done, post- 
pones any likelihood of this hap- 
pening for some time. 


. Changing Type of Pistons. 


. Question; What will be the 
effect upon’ an engine, which we 
are reconditioning, if we sub- 
stitute light-weight cast iron 
pistons for the alloy pistons 
formerly used therein? These 
cast-iron pistons weigh about six 
ounces each more than the alloy 
ones?"

A telegram, has been. reecived - 
from Nanking to the effect. that the 
office of Commander-in-Chief of 
the Army has been abolished and 
that a Military Council will be 
created in its place. Genetal Li 
told his colleagues that the office 
of ‘the.

Almost simultane- 
ously [-heard a ‘shat and at the 
same moment two men appeared 
at the door of the mess room ina 
very excited and menacing man- 
ner, The Chief Officer and myself 
were hustled out of the mess room 
away ‘aft, down to the main deck, 
where the passengers were ‘being 
driven.
